'After rf sharply contested three clays' battle, by only one 


majority, the United States Senate on Saturday passed the 
constitutional amendment limiting presidential aspirations to 
one term of six years. In considering the significance of the 
Senate action it will be borne in mind thai it is retroactive in 
that it would, if finally adopted in the customary manner, pre- 
vent the nomination of former Presidents Tafl and Roose- 
velt as well as the re-nomination and possible election of 
Woodrow. Wilson. 
The* narrow majority by which the pro- 


posed amendment, was adopted shows conclusively thai many 
excellent arguments, for and against were advanced by the 
contending forces, but partisan acerbity, as such, it must be 
cdnccdcd'in all fairness, was distinctly not in evidence. While 
desiring the nomination and election• of as good a man, all 
things considered,,as might he induced to stand for the presi- 
dency the people of these United Slates who are accustomed 
to do their own thinking, are nol so foolishly narrow or politi- 
cally illiberal as to think that any successful presidential can- 
didate could possibly reach the lofty altitude of perfection, or 
Dial all available presidential limber is found within the limits 
of any particular political parly. The welfare of the country 
demands the existence, of at leasl ;lwo strong political parlies, 
each acting as a check upon the possible extravagances or ill- 
advised action of the other, and the I leralcl is lirmly of (he 
belief thai no permanent good can come to thai parly which, 
using the weapons of untmlhl'ulness or ill-te'mperecl accusa- 
tion or innuendo, seeks the undoing of ils opponents. Re- 
specting limiting the presidential lerni thus—a single term of 
six years, with incligibilily for re-election—this paper admits 
thai much may be said, and reasonably, pro and con. 
At the 


same lime, a correct Interpretation of the popular _wish and 
will, would seem lo indicate a preponderance of opinion favor- 
ing (lie sipgle term, and pulling oul of a possible running Tafl, 
Koosev'c'lt an'd 
;Wilson. That there may be, ami is, an honest 


difference of opinion in this mailer among sturdy republicans, 
as well as democrats, the analysis of the Senate vole clearly 
demonstrates, for we find our New Hampshire senators on 
opposite sides of the fence—Hurnham in favor of (he amend- 
ment and Ciallinger opposed.
